Carl Thoren, assistant

ing the water to drain over 



a wider area. 

The reference point for 
the maps is the 100-year 
flood plain, that is, what 
can be expected as the 
result of a storm which 
occurs once in 100 years. 

The new maps will be- 
cwne official in six to nine 
months, hi the meantime. 
Council directed the city 
staff to use the new maps 
for the develc5)inent re- 
view process. Anything 
else, with the new infor- 
mation available, "would 
be a disgrace," said 
Council John A. Baum. 

The only alternatives 
the city has, according to 
City Engineer John 
Herzkc, is to use the old 
maps ai long as it can 
(that is, until the new ones 
are official) "which will 
give me pangs of ccm- 
science," <x use the new 
maps. The old maps must 
be used in relation to flood 
plain insurance, however, 
until the new maps are 
official, he said.

'Students behaved beautifully' 

Seniors remain calm; impressed that no fists flew 



For the 28 seniors who were in court on the day the 
prosecutor was attacked, the incident had positive and 
neptive aspects. 

"It was a real experience of the criminal element," 
said Pat Mills, scheduling coordinator of the cit'y's 
Court Docent program. "They could see the kind of 
violence that can occur in a crime that most of us, 
hopefully, v^ill never be subjected to. We hear about the 
ratoduw^md the tj^Mtfiil henr^eswi a mdh ^dhu *»•• 
^MB^rvttt of contra^ n*r Herntymg exptrmice to *rat- 
ch soiBeone simply go berserk. He was emotionally out 
of control." 

Several minutes elapsed between the time Michael 
Sewell Smith attackwl Ken Phillips and when the 
students were ushered from the court. Afterwards, 
several students were upset but in general Mills said the 
ordeal was a positive learning experience for the studen- 
ts. 

"Of course we don't want to expose them to danger," 
she said, "and I do not feel they were in danger this 
time. I think that overall this was a positive experience 
for them. For most of them this is their first time in a 
courtroom and they can see how justice works." 

When the disruption occurred. Mills, along with 
docent director Mrs. Rice M. Youell, directed their at- 
tention to the students and not the spectacle. 

"My imm«liate reaction was my responsibility for those 
students," she said. "Liz and 1 reacted immediately and 
.we did the exact same thing together: we turned to our 
students and we began to talk to them. We said, 'sit 
quietly, be calm and we will be told when we can 

leave.'" 
After the subject had been subdued, court baliff Tom 



Rollins instructed the docents to take the students from 
court. 

He said, "OK, now we're going to get the students 
out of here," Mills said. "That was the signal for Liz 
and I to turn to our students and get them up." 

The students behaved as instructed. 

"The students behaved just beautifully," Mills said. 
"Thej^ obeyed everything we said. They moved out

Mills and the students were impressed by how the 
court officers subdued the man without striking him. 

"I think that impressed the students," she said. 
"There was never any hitting or slugging going on. 
There were several deputies who surrounded him and 
pulled him down to the floor in, shall we say, a 
humane manner. There was no roughhousing. They 
were not trying to beat up on him in any way." 

The students were eventually calmed by Judge Ken 
Whitehurst, who led the students after the incident to 
his court and talked with them for about 30 minutes.

I am convinced there are certain 
crimes that are premediated and cold 
bloodedly executed for which capital 
punishment is an appropriate sanction 
and a substantial deterrent. 

Innocent society has a right-indeed' 
a responsibility-to protect itself from 
criminal violence. 

Lebanon , , 

Regrettably, the situation in 
Lebanon has fallen apart and I agree 
with President Reagan's move to with- 
draw our Marines. We should redeploy 
our forces as soon as possible. I might 
add that I had serious reservations 
about deploying Marines in Lebanon 



from the outset. > 

I believe our objectives in Lebanon 
were worth pursuing. Surely, peace 
and stability in the Middle East are imj^ 
portant to every American. However, n 
was concerned that we were deploying 
too few Marines to keep the peace and 
far too many to die. 

The United States has lost most of its 
leverage in Lebanon and events will be 
largely dictated by the Syrians. My 
hope is that the Soviets and Syrians will 
show some restraint and not force a 
confrontation with the Israelis. Absent , 
Syrian annexatio.i of Lebanon, we will 
see a partitioned Lebanon where the 
Druse and Christians and Moslems 
control parts of the country, Syria oc- 
cupies about one-third of Lebanon and 
the Israelis control their northern bor- 
der. 

As Americans, we rhust recognize 
that there are no easy answers to the 
problems we face. However, as a great 
nation America has great respon- 
sibilities around the world. Our yital, 
interests require that we play a part in 
what goes on. We must always use our 
influence to promote the cause of . 
peace and stability and freedom.

Delegate Glenn Mc- 
Qanan has sponsored leg* 
islation that provide that 
electric utility advertising 
cannot be passed on to the 
consumer unless it pro- 
motes conservation or a 
more efficient use of 
energy, or is required by 
some regulation or law. 

Upon passj(ge^this win 
mean that (at 4east $1 
milliMi ddWrsIrt Vcpco 
advertising m Ys>84 -will 
not be passed on to its 
customers. An example of 
this kind of advertising 
that would have to be paid 
for by the stockhdders, 
and not the rate payers, is 
the $600,000 contribution 



made by Vepco in 1983 to 
the Committee for Energy 
Awareness, in Washing- 
ton, as a part of its $25 
millicm advertising cam- 
paign to promote the use 
of nuclear power for the 
production of electricity. 
The legislation does not in 
any way restrict the kind 
of advertising thdt a utility 
can use with stockhdders 
paying for it. Itonly limits 
the type that the utility 
caatjsquiirpJh^ qustoraep 
to pay for. 

Delegate McOanan has 
also introduced legislation 
ending the 150 day limit 
that the State Corporation 



Commission has to decide 
rate cases. On August 28, 
1983, at the end of a 150 
day period, a tempwary 
rate increase was granted 
to Vepco in the amount of 
$81.1 million. Subse- 
quently, (m December 1, 
1983, the S.CC. rejected 
three-fourths of the 
amount, allowing raily a 
$20.6 million increase. 
Customers were required 
to pay $19 million in extra 
utility bil^ tp^anly,^ 
because of .this }m^^^ 
wis ultfmairdy orWmW** 
be refunded. 

Delegate McQanan 
said he feels the S.CC.

The Internal Revenue Service requiremclffTs 
All tips must be reported as income and are subject to ' 
Federal income tax; however, the receipt of tips is 
handled differently for Social Security purposes. 

Cash tips must be repented by a worker to his <x her 
employer if they amount to at least $26 in a m(»th. A 
perstm who works for more than oie employer during a 
month must report separately to each. If tips are shared 
with other employees, only the amount actually received 
must be repwted. 

In atJdition to tips of less than $20 a month, other 
exceptions also apply. Tips in the form of merchandise 
(such as tickets to a show) should not be reported, nor 
should the employee's share of a service charge 
imposed (m custcxners. These charges will be repwted 
as regular wages. 

The emplt^er cdlects from each employee who 
receives tips his w her share of the Social Security tax 
due. Hiis amount may be deducted from wages due the 
empioyet or from money given the employer by the 



employee for this purpose. The amount to be paid to the 
employer depends on the amcKmt earned. 

For 1984, a wwker in Social Security-covered 
employment pays an effective rate of 6.7 percent on 
earnings up to $37,800, whether regular wages ot tips. 

The report to the employer is due by the lOth (rf the 
month IWtownig-thcinonth the^tips^ wereJewaied^Jf " 
10th <rf the month falls on a weekend of holiday, the 
repot should be made by the next workday. 

For reporting tip inojme to your employer you must 
use IRS form 4070 or you can devise your own fcrm as 
Icmg as it contains the same inframation as the IRS 
fotn. Your employer reports both your wages and tips 
to the Social Security Administration, where they are 
credited to ycwr earnings record. At the end of the year, 
your employer must give you a W-2 form, which shows 
your wages, the tips yew reported, and any imcdlectei.! 
Social Security tax due on repc^ed tips.

The Virginia Pilot 
Association has presented 
the Virginia Beach Mari- 
time Historical Musetim 
with two pilot boat models 
to be exhibited in the 
museum on a long-term 
basis. Built by the Hamp- 
ton Roads Ship Model 
Soilety, these high quality 
exhibits represent the first 
of five pilot boat models 
commissioned by the Pilot 
kssociation. 

One model is of the 
two-masted schooner 
William Starkey, built in 
1854 in Medford, 
Massachusetts. Initially in 
service with the Boston 
Pilots, the schooner was 
purchased by the Virginia 
Pilot Association in 1854 
as the first of eight pilot 
boats the Association 
eventually acquired before 
moving operations ashore 
irtlatel983. 

^The second is a model 
of' the last pilot boat the 
Alsociation owned, the 
cutter Virginia III. Built in 
1934 in Wilmington, 
Delaware, for U.S. Coast 
Guard Service, the all- 
sted st<ram cutter was pur- 
chased by the Virginia 
Pilots in 1949. The cutter 
was' subsequently moder- 
nized and converted to 
diesel power in 1963. 
During the early 1940's 
the Virginia (then the 
Coast Guard cutter Com- 
manche) was the first 
military vessel engaged in 
war action in the North 
Atlantic. Virginia HI was 
retired from pilot service 
in late 1983. 

The Hampton Roads 
Ship Model Society is a 
dratcated group of about 
fifteen area professionals 
representing various oc- 
cupations but each with a 
Ipve and talent for ship 
modeling. 

The two pilot boat 
nlodels, now on display in 
the Maritime Museum, are 
valued at approximately 
$14,000, and required 
over 1800 man-hours to 
construct. The three 
remaining pilot boats 
commissioned by the 
Virginia Pilots are expec- 
ted to be completed by 
1986 and also wil^ be 
exhibited in the Museum.

Mills said that at no time did she fear for her safety or 
the safety of the 28 Kempsville High School seniOTS 
who were in court that day participating in the city's

Mills said the disturbance, 
being bodily subdued and esccxted fr(xn^tt)e-t^i!troom, 
might have been more disruptive had it not been for the 
judges on the scene, which also included Calvin Spain 
who has jiist been appointed to the circuit court.

to'^alleviate the hard- 
ship of these property 
owners, Ccwucil is ccaisid- 
ering . aTwiange which 
would permit filling in for 
develofMnent areas where 
flood plain levels have 
increased no more than a 
foot. In these cases the 
first floor level also would 
have to be increased a 
foot.

Easing the financial 
stress of college 

According to essayist Harold R. Bowen, over sixty 
percent of the American population h now coUegiately 
educated. 

John Nesbitt's book, Megatrends, predicts that it will 
soon be necessary to continually add to one's education , 
-in order to maintain p rofess i o nal stability

The problem with this trend for many people is the 
fmancial burden of additional education; but, accor- 
ding to Karen Koonce, Student Aid arid Veteran's Af- 
fairs officer at the Chesapeake Campus of Tidewater 
Community College, financial assistance can help 
alleviate the financial stress of continued education. 

There are several different types of financial assistan- 
ce available at the Chesapeake Campus of Tidewater 
Community College, including four grants, four loans 
and a Work-Study program. 

The most frequently used grant programs, according 
to Ms. Koonce, are the Pell Grant and the Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity, Grant, both of which require 
that a student be enrolled in at least six credit hours. 

Another grant available to students enrolled in at 
least twelve credit hours is the College Scholarship 
Assistance Program, ami like the Pell and Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity grants, it does not require 
repayment. . 

The newest grant program for students taking classes 
in Developmental Disabilities provides aid in the form 
of either a stipend or work experience. In exchange for 
financial assistance, the student volunteers to worH 
part-time in schools or agencies which serve the develop- 
mentally disabled. 

In addition to the grant programs there are four loans 
and a College Work-Study Program available to studen- 
ts. A Guaranteed Student Loan and the Virginia 
Education Loan Authority*oth have a maximum loan 
amount of $2,500 and charge the current interest rate of 
nine percent. 

For persons ineligible for the Guaranteed Student 
Loan or who need additional assistance, there is a 
Parent Loan for Undergraduate Students available 
through various bankina institutions. 

There is also a Short-Term Loan provided through 
the donations of faculty, businesses, organizations, and 
the Student Activity Fund. This loan is interest free to 
students who need emergency funds for payment of 
tuition and is not a continual source of tuition . 

The College Work-Study Program at Tidewater 
'\:omm0nity College iJroVides part-time jobs for studen- 
ts enrolled at least half-time and who need financial 
assistance in order to attend college. A student may 
work up to twenty hours per week at minimum wage 
either on or off campus. 

The Financial Aid Office endeavors to help all 
students -Obtain the flw;essary funds to further their 
educ»tlon,Cirichidingnii5)Btrt-abS,-ismd ^ dif>dif*nti5 bf 
disabled or dec«iscd v««e!^s,"^«h©qudljfy tiSfVenef\(f 
through the Veterans Administration. Ninety percent of 
the students who apply for financial aid at the 
Chesapeake Campus receive a^istance, and many 
receive support from more than oi* source .

Delay retirement credit 
can reap big benefits

Pe(q)le in the Tidewater area who are nearing 65 and 
do not plan to retire will find that their Social Security 
check will be bigger when th?y do claim benefits. 

This is because of the dejay retirement credit. Tliis 
credit increases a person's retirement benefit for each 
month between 65 and 70 that he (x she does not 
receive a benefit. 

The credit adds one quarter of aie percent for each 
mraith ~ three percent fw a ftril year ~ that a pcrScm 
does not get a check because of wca-k. The credit also 
applies to widows and widowers benefit. Starting in 
1999 the credits will increase gradually until they reach 
eight percent by 2008. 

Inadditicmtothese credits, a person's earnings after 
65 may result in a bigger check than would have been 
payable at 65. 

A persrai who starts getting checks at 65 can work 
and have significant earning and still receive benefits. 
A person 65 or over in 1983 can eahi up to $6,600 befwe 
checks are affected. 

If earnings exceed $6,600 the $1 in benefits is 
withheld fw each $2 of earnings above $6,600. This 
annual exempt amamt will increase autanatically in 
future years to keep pace with increases in average 
wages. The exempt amwnt far pec^le under 65 is 
$4,920 in 1983. (Starting in 1990, the $1 fw $2 
withhdding will become $1 for $3 for people 65 and 

over.)

Because the proposal would have required zoning or- 
dinance changes, the matter recently reached city coun* 
cil as a "very routine matter on the consent agenda," 
Mrs. McClanan said, and very few comments on the 
proposal were made. Council asked the planning com- 
mission study the question and make a recommendation 
to council. Before the question reached the planners, 
Hirschfeld withdrew the request. This action surprised 
Mrs. McClanan. 

"What surprised me about it is that's it's part of the 
same group involved in the Pavilion Tower Hotel." AH 
and Garcia both hold interests in the hotel, as did Hir- 
schfeld. Hirschfeld owned 11% but sold it back to the 
parent company. In addition, because of its proximity 
to NAS Oceana, the Tower was built despite vigorous

Mrs^McClanan said that when she firstlieard of the 
training facility idea, her immediate thoughts were of 
the lack of public services in that area, which was a 
detail into which the investors should have checked. 

"Nobody contacted me, certainly, and not that I ex- 
pected them to," she said. "But I would have thought 
they would have talked to the planning department of 
someone before they put that much money into it." 

McClanan said that the city's growth has taken its toH 
on the Princess Anne rural residents. 

"In a lot of ways their lives have been threatened and 
changed a whole lot more by this city's growth and 
development than anybody else in the city," she said.

Water bill worries may scuttle bond referendum 



ApprehensicMi over ever-increasing water bills may 
scuttle chances of a successful bcmd referendum to 
finance the Lake Gaston water project, Virginia Beach 
Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf said at an informal 
sessi«i of Council Mcmday afternoon. 

To soften the blow foe water custaners, she 
suggested loddng into financing the pipeline by 
increasing the real estate tax rate in areas that are 
served by city water. 

The project, which is expected to cost $173 million 
over a seven-year period involves the construction of a 
pipeline from the Pea Hill Creek tributary of Lake 
Gaston to Norfolk's raw water transmission system in 
Suffdk. The current Capital Budget provides for almost 
$60,000 of the cost, furnished by bonds. 

Oberndorf said that a number of her craistituents 
have expressed ctmcern abtwt the expected rise in 
water costs which makes her questirai the chances of a 
bond referendum which will be needed to finance the 
project. 



One advantage in the real estate tax, she said, is that 
it would be tax deductible on federal and state returns, 
while the cost of water is nrt. 

Also, she said, businesses which are relatively small 
water consumers, but who benefit greatly from its 
availability to the rest of the city, would be paying more 
of the cost. 

In addition, the elderly and handicapped would not 
be impacted so greatly because they would be protected 
by the real estate tax exemptions already on the books. 

She asked Qty Manager ThcMnas H. Muehlenbeck to 
look into the feasibility of adopting such a system for 
financing the project, including costs to the taxpayers, 
potential tax savings, and the advantages and disadvant- 
ages fi-om the staff perspective. 

She said the tax shaild |c in effect only during the 
Hfe of the ccmstruction bonS'and should be used to pay 
them off. Gyrating expenses should remain in the rate 
base, she said.

Garcia described the situation as a

least McClanan, the mayor and the city 
manager. 

Garcia said he thinks AH is still a 
friend to Virginia Beach because "AH 
has a very kind and gracious heart," 
and if asked will come back.

No one opposed her, 
just as no one opposed her delegate/ 
husband Glenn the last time his term 
was up. 

Facing four more years on council, 
Mrs. McClanan is in a position to 
speak frankly when discussing the 
general well being of Virginia Beach . 

During a recent interview she offered 
the following observations: 

Balancing constituents' interests 
against what may or may not be in the 
best interest of the city . . . 

"While I want the city to be viable 
and grow in a way that is desirable, my 
i/oaJL is not ensuring everybody all tiw 
momr t^ am poniWy make on 
everything. I don't always think 
making money ensures the quality of 
Hfe. If you follow that theory, you can 
cram houses in just as tight and just as 
high as you can go to the sky. That way 
everybody makes a lot of money .but 
the people end up getting hurt in the 
long run. There's no space to live." 

How do you see this spring's election 
shaping up? 

"I think the at-largc race is inhere all 
the attention is going to be focused. 
And I think it's going to be very; I'm 
just afraid that things are going to get; 
you've got some issues in that race that 
are not very healthy ... I just hope 
it doesn't take the slant I'm afraid it's 
going to. I think it could get very 
vicious." 

In what direction do you think the 
city should head? 

"I would hope that most of us know 
that there are only some directions in 
the long run that will suffice. If you're 
realistic, we know that farming, 
agriculture, will not always be a part of 
' our economy. The city will develop all 
the way to the North CaroHna line, 
eventually. And we know that building 
will not always be an industry. So two 
of the industries that seem to have a 
great deal of control and influence at 
this time in the city will not eventually 
have any impact because they will kill 
each other in the long run."

Fairy tales remarkably lacking i^ fairies 
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The displays in all the stores around town this month 
are a vivid reminder that Ireland not only has a patron 
saint but alsoa patrcm fairy. Although there is nothing 
delicate or winged about the leprechaun, he is 
nevertheless one of the magical "little pec^Jle" that 
have given their name to a special kind of stwy. fodeed, 
■there are mwe stories about leprechauns than most 
other fairies. Alice Boden's "The Field of Buttercups" 
is a particularly delightful one for »mall children. 

Outside of leprechauns, fairy godmothers, and the 
occasional elf or dwarf, however, fairy tales are 
remarkably lacking in fairies. It's as though they are 
shy and elusive even in stories. One reasons is that many 
of what we call fairy tales are actually animal stories or 
beast febles. The "Three Bears, Pigs, and BiUy Goats" 
are magical only in thafthey think and talk like people. 
Then there are the princess straies. Magical things 
happen to them through the agency of fairy godmrthers 
OT witches. The castles in which they live seem firmly 
grounded in the Middle Ages, and yet the stories are 
much dder. Does this story sound familiar? 

Once there were three sisters. The youngest married a 
Strange being. When she came home to visit, her 



sisters tried to turn her against her mysterious 
husband. She did something he had forbidden her to 
do, and thus lost her husband. But because she really 
loved him she managed to rescue him and live happily 
ever after. 

Is this "Beauty and the Beast," "East of the Sun and 
West of the Moot," "TTie Black BuU of Norroway," 
"The Lame Dog" cm^ "Whitebear WWtihgton?" 
Actually it is an ancient Greek myth*- Eros and 
Psyche." All these fairy tales from Fraiic^, Germany, 
the United States, and Scandinavia are variatiwis of the 
same story, it is strange to tliink that seme forgotten 
storyteller tdd that tale to pec^lc whose descendants 
would spread it from Norway to Greece and beyond. 

What is it about stwies like this, that keeps peq)le 
telling them generation after generaticm? In "Tlie Uses 
of Enchantment" the psychologist Bruno Bettleheim 
explains his theories about what different story 
elements symbdize and how they provide acceptable 
ways of dealing with unacceptable feelings. Whether at 
not you agree with his theories, it is evident that fairy 
tales capturebits of a universal human drama. Perhaps 
this is their greatest source of magic.

What about the tourist industry? 

"The tourists interests in the city 
have never allowed themselves to be a 
part of the city; they want to be apart. 
They want to be treated separately, is 
my observation after being on council. 
There are some very greedy people 
down there (in the Beach Borough) 
who want everything for themselves 
and they're nbt willing to look at the 
total city. It's created more hard 
feelings in the city; the' antagonism 
between the general public and the city 
and the lack of understanding of what 
tlie fourist Industry does for the city 
and vice versa.

The answer toquestion one is "K", All of the above. 
The answer to question two is "1", All of the above. I 
must also add that these lists are only partial with 
respect to both answering columns. Why does the vast 
maJOTity of the general public remain unaware of this 
untapped resource? It is because radio, the voice of this 
or ally community, has been all but silent. 

Most people realize that an album is, in all its 
aspects of production, an expensive venture. Local 
albums are usually done at great personal expense as 
opposed to fully-contracted financial backing. Few 
backers are found because pet^le who have mcmey are 
unaware of the local industry and, therefore, lack 
enthusiasm. This lack of enthsiasm stems not fxcm an 
absence Of talent or quality, but an absence of 
credibility that would insure sane form of return on 
their investment. The barometer of credibility when 
referring to the music industry in any community is the 
amount of time and coicem given to it by its radio 
stations. Time and Ccmcern equals Pronotion and 
Airplay. 

Why, then, do local artists c(»itinue to try to market 
their talent through recording and perfcwming when, 
frran a business standpoint, a receding eff<Mt would be 
unwise? The answer is that a recording format is cme of 



the very few ways to market your talent as a musician, 
vocalist, or songwriter. The artists who have tkmc so 
have done it out of faith in themselves, and, a public 
they believe to be interested and receptive. The public 
is interested and receptive, but is also grossly 
uninformed. Why have the local staticms not taken the 
initiative in making the public more aware of the variety 
of recording talent? It is possible that they feel the 
consideration given to local talent, (airplay), would be a 
risk to their ratings. In other words, if it is not on the 
Billboard Tc^ 40, it does not merit consideration. Are 
we n« worthy of their time? Do they not recognize the 
existence of a local recwding industry? Is our quality 
not comparable to nationally known recordings? If any 
of these is an excuse, then the radio industry is simply 
not listening. 

One of the great ironies of this situaticm is that it 
hurts the radio industry when they do ncrt caisider the 
local artists at hand. This injury is especially felt in the 
areas of progessive programming and professional 
notoriety. Outside of our area, very few people have 
heard of our loCal radio staticms. Staticms are 
remembered and talked about because they helped to 
create a certain "musical awareness" in the canmun- 
ities they serve. Areas with this awareness, such as 
Nashville, Detrdt, and Los Angeles were brought abait 
(made aware) because the populatitm and the music 



industry made it that way. Radio stations, recording 
studios, clubs, ccmcerts, and («her support groups and 
businesses recognized the talents within their midst 
and pushed fw recognition in and beyond their own 
boimdaries. It was eccMiOTiically good for their 
businesses. It gave them the prestige of being trtily 
pi(meering and progressive. It instilled community 
pride. This pride transferred to support of concerts, 
recOTd sales, and in-house performances. It fostered- 
traditions and attitudes that are still alive, and broke 
ground foe new aies. If the area was missing an 
identity ot base from which to build, an efPcMt was made 
to create one. 

How can an area that is musically aware be 
formulated if there are few or no reo^nized local artists 
to make it that way? Artists become recc^nized through 
exposure and support frcrni the business institutions 
that are a part of their music industry. For the 
reccH-ding musician, radio is the central instituticm of 
that industry. It is the "sound" of the area. Right now, 
we sound Ula a lot of other areas. What will make us 
alive, unique, and new? Concentrate on the sound that 
canes frcwn here, not fron soneplace else.

"Now is the time to speak," said Wgiriia Beach Qty 
Councilman Robert 0. J<Mies Mwiday afternooi, to 
block legislation that would remove cable TV firam local 
control. , ' 

At an informal sessiwi of Council, he said that he is 
writing a letter to U.S. Rep. William Whitehurst to 
reinfOTce the city's stand against the legislation 
declared earlier in a resdution. 

"Now is the time to speak," he said, because within 
two weeks it will all be over. 

Jcmes said that the legislation befwe Congress, a 
major issue at the recent meeting of the National 
League of Qties (NLQ in WashingtcMi, would preempt 
tocal control and turn it over to the Federal or State 
governments. The cable industry is pushing through 
the legislation, Jones said, but the chairman of the 
House Committee is sympathetic to cities. 

JcHies, who attended the NIC meeting, said that he 
found that all cities shared the same problems with 
cable companies ~ a "public be damned attitude." He 
said it was a case of the cable companies .launching 
into the business with ideas of instant gdd, which did 
not materialize, so that many are going ^ack op their 
contracts. 

The contracts will be undermined if the Federal 
legislaticm is approved, he said. 

Does the cable casting of Virginia Beach City Council 
meetings give an edge to incumbents 0ver other 
candidates who do not get the same exposure? 

Councihnan Jdm A. Baum seems to think it's 
something like a double-edged sword, "nierc are 
advantages and disadvantages according to how the 
candidates crane over the tube. "If you stop the 
broadcasts for a couple of months until the May 1 
Councilmanic electicm, he said, "ywi won't be fair to 
anybody." 

Still, Oxincilman H. Jack Jennings Jr. wants an 
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c^imun irom City Attorney Dale Bimson, tie said 
Monday afternoon, to make sure the city is in complete 
compliance with the FCC's equal time policy for all 

candidates. 

Mayor Louis R. Jones said he had already asked 
Bimson to look into the matter, and that two or three 
other Council members had asked him the same thing. 

Ihe problem is a new one because the broadcasting 
of the Council meetings started only in January. The 
meetings are carried over the city's public access 
channel fiirnished by Cox Cable TV and filmed by 
personnel in the city's public relaticms department. 

Four of the incumbents are candidates in the May 1 
election ~ Baum, Councilman Harcrid Heischober, and 
Councilwwnan Meyera Oberndorf and Reba McQanan. 

Another cable program which featured Ann 
Gimenez, another Council candidate, already has been 
discontinued for the duration of the campaign. 

Jennings said that a review of the Council program is 
scheduled for April in any event. Jennings said it is 
possible that he might be in the position of an 
incumbent-candidate in two years and he wanted to 
know the rules. 

McQanan said she did not think it appropriate to 
take Council off TV for two months during a period 
when Council has significant things to consider - such 
as the operating budget. 

Jennings said aU he wanted to ascertain was what 
was fm and equal treatment. 

Counciiwoman ffency Creech said she voted against 
having the Council sessicms viewed over TV because of 
the possibility of abuse of the privilege. She said she 
recognizes that some Council members are talkative 
and some are not, but that "we have to assume Council 
members arc honest and have integrity." She said she 
could not see Council members getting on TV and 
campaigning. 

Councilman Rdxrt G. Jones said the Ccsnmunica- 
tions Act covers the subject. 

Maycc J<xies said that since it invdved a legal matter 
Council may want to discuss it in executive session.

Paint On Floors, Removing - Whether it's wood, tile, or 

any other type of floor, the best thing to use is imil 

polish remover. Lay a dampened cloth flat on the paint 

stain for two cw three minutes to soften the paint. Tlien 

wipe it off. Now, wipe the spot with a soft cloth soaked 

in warm, sudsy water, then pdish. 

Paint On Furniture, Removing - If the paint is fresh, 

use fine steel wool dipped in any liquid cleansing wax. 

If the paint is old ot dry, apply a soft cloth soaked in 

linseed oil. Let the cloth rest on the stain for five 

minutes to soften the paint, then wipe it off. 

Paint On Qass, Removing - A soft cloth soaked in hot, 

but not boiling, white vinegar will do the job. As it 

softens, scrape off the paint with a razw blade, then 

continue to rub. 

Paint On Material, Removing - If the material is 

colored, dip the stain into turpentine for one minute, 

then work it between the fingers till the paint breals 

up. Now, dip the material in ammonia for a few 

seconds, then wash by hand using warm water and 

detergent. Rinse well and hang out in the sunshine to 

dry. 

Note: Do not wash in a washing machine or dry spin 

and be careful of flames when using turpentine. 

Or if the paint is wet, and is on washable white 

material, wash it with hot water and detergent, then boil 

it in the same sudsy water, but add a teaspoonftil oS 

paraffin. 

Note: If the paint is dry, soak in turpentine, then wash 

by hand and dry it in the sunshine. 

Paint On Hies, Removing - The best thing to use is a 

soft cloth soaked in turpentine. 

Painted Walls, Cleaning - Mix together two tables- 

poais of powdered borax, <Mie teaspoon of ammcmia 

and two quarts of warm water. No soap is necessary. 

/^ply this mixture with a soft cloth. It works very well.

Most are now middle- 
size cities in Southern 
States, according to the 
Chicago Title Insurance

Wood ashes in the home garden 



The nutrient content of wood ashes is variable, but in 
general they contain approximately 2% Phosphate,^ 5% 
potash, and small amounts of boron and other^rtcp- 

Wood ashes may be applied to the home garden to 
supply plant nutrients and reduce soil acidity. Ap- 
plicatiomshould be made only if the soil pH (a 
factpr) is less than 7.0, based on a soil test. Suggested 
rates are 10-20 lbs. of wood ashes per 1,000 sq. ft. per 
year. A 10 qt. pail, filled to within 2" of the top. will 
contain about 5 lbs. of wood ashes so 2 to 4 pails may be 



used per 1,000 sq.ft. 

Higher rates should be avoided because of potential 
plant toxicity problems. The soil should be tested after 
two years to check for changes in pH, phosphorus and 
potassium levels to determine if further wood ash ap- 
plications should be made. 

— Wood ash er sho uld not b e appli e d in c o ntact with 
germinating seeds or plant roots because of possible salt 
burn from the potash in the ash. To be on the safe side, 
wood ashes should be incorporated into the soil before 
planting using a rototiller or plow.

Soil surveys can help you

The USDA-Soil Conservation Service in Chesapeake 
has soil information available that can help many dif- 
ferent users of the land. 

Some people assume that soils are all morp or less 
alike, but this is not true. There are great differences in 
soil properties and these 4ifferences can occur within 
short distances. 

Soils may be seasonally wet or subject to flooding. 
They may be too unstable to be used as a foundation for 
buildings or roads. Very clayey or wet soils are poorly 
suited to septic tank absorption fields. 

A high water table makes a soil poorly suited to 
basement": or underground installations. Soil surveys

can help homcbuyers or developers determine 
limitations or hazards that affect homesites. 

They* can help land use planners determine the 
suitability of areas for housing or onsite sewage disposal 
systems. They can help a farmer estimate the potential 
crop or forage production of his land. 

They can be used to determine the suitability and 
limitations of so|k for pipelines, buildings, landfltls, 
recreation areas and many other uses.

TTie Internal Revenue Service requirement is simple: 
All tips must be rep«ted as income and are subject to 
Federal income tax; however, the receipt of tips is 
handled differently for Social Security purposes. 

Cash tips must be reported by a worker to his or her 
employer if they amount to at least $20 in a mcmth. A 
person who works fw more than <Mie employer during a 
month must report separately to each. If tips are shared 
with other employees, only the amount actually received 

must be reported. u --i. 

In addition to tips of less than $20 a month, other 
exceptions also apply. Tips in the form of merchandise 
(such as tickets to a show) should not be reported, nor 
should the employee's share of a service charge 
imposed on customers. TTiese charges wiU be reported 
as regular wages. 

The employer coUects firom each employee who 
receives tips his or her share of the Social Security tax 
due. This amount may be deducted from wages due the 
employee or from money given the employer by the 
employee for this purpose. The amount to be paid to the 
employer depends on the amwmt earned. 

For 1984, a worker in Social Security-covered 
employment pays an effective rate of 6.7 percent on 
earnings up to $37,800, Whether regular wages or Ups. 

The report to the employer is due by the 10th of the 
month following the month the tips were earned. If the 
10th of the month falls on a weekend of holiday, the 
report should be made by the next workday. 

FcM^ repeating tip incane to your employer yai must 
use IRS form 4070 or you can devise yair own fram as 
long as it contains the same informatitm as the IRS 
form. Your employer reports both your wages and tips 
to the Social Security Administratis, where they are 
credited to your earnings record. At the end of the year, 
your employer must give you a W-2 form, which shows 
yout wages, the tips you reported, and any uncdlecteu 
Social Security tax due <m reputed tips.

Following a successful 16-year career as a 
iSiroadcast journalist, Charles E. Hartig walked 
away from the lights and cameras to become 
a Virginia Beach businessman. His new boss is 
millionaire investor and developer Edward S. 

Garcia. 

Before being named by Garcia, president of 
ESG Enterprises, Inc., as vice president of special 
projects, Hartig served for three years as a local 
editorial director and news talk-show host. His 
last day at WVEC TV in Norfolk was Friday, 
March 9. 

Hartig admits money was a consideration' m 
switching jobs, but his principal motivation for 
accepting the newly created position runs deeper 
than just financial. 

"Money was obviously a factor," Hartig,

Of course, Hartig is aware of the negative per- 
ception some people have of Garcia. 

"That is the biggest bunch of nonsense in the 
world," Hartig, who lives in the Ocean View sec- 
tion 6f Norfolk. "It is character assassination, 
pure and simple, generated by petty jealousy. Ed- 
die Garcia is an honest man. He's a' great father 
and a good husband. He also happens to be an ex- 
tremely successful businessman. ^ 

"Everything that has been said about Mr. Gar- 
cia is pure and simple garbage," he added. 

In the past, there have been newspaper articles 
indicating that Garcia has associated with alleged 
underworld figures. Garcia has denied any 
wrongdoing. 

"I wish to God, that instead of all this Mafia 
(expletive deleted) that we hear all the time, some-, 
body would have the courage to come out and talk 
about the meaningful things Eddie Garcia has 
done to help this city expand its tax base," Hartig 
said, "the people he's put to work. I don't think 
there's a person in this community, that when he 
or she was in trouble and came to Eddie Garcia for 
assistance, that Eddie turned him down. He's a 
very loving, a very generous and a very com- 
passionate man. And I'll tell you for the record, 
I'm thrilled to be here." 



Hartig, born in Jacksonville, Fla., moved to 
Norfolk at the age of three months. His mother 
was from Norfolk, his father from New York. Af- 
ter seving in the Navy, Hartig's father moved his 
family to Ocean View. Today Hartig and his wife 
June live in the same neighborhood in which he 
was raised. 

Hartig graduated from Norfolk Catholic High 
School in 1963, leaving behind an active athletic 
career. He played football, baseball and basket- 
ball (quarterback, shortstop, guard). His basket- 
ball team won the state tourney and his baseball 



la New York, Hartig stayed in the YMCA and 
"begged people in Flushing to let me stay a few 
weeks until I got paid. A wonderful couple who 
owned a deli fed me for a couple of weeks until I 
got on my feet." 

A year was enough of that and it was off to the 
small Catholic college in Alabama, St. Bernard's 
College. Hartig completed a double major, in 
education and in political science and history. By 
the time he finished college he was working full-time 
as a professional rock and roll disc jockey. Hartig 
said he held several jobs in college, in part to help 
finance the private education of his younger 
brother Dennis, editor of the Beacon. 

A dean's list student, Hartig had always wanted 
to be a broadcast journalist. He knew after college 
he was coming back to Norfolk and began making 
connections. He met Jim Mays, then news director 
of WTAR television and radio. He was hired in 
May, 1968, as a general assignments reporter 
although the only news experience he had was 
reading to listeners wire service reports. 

"Apparently he took a liking to me because 1 
had no experience at all," Hartig said. "None 
whatsoever."^ 

A year later an opening occurred on the Norfolk 
City Hall beat, which Hartig described as "the 
most prestigious beat in the state." He received 
the job and held it for six or seven years, during 
which time he was active in contributing -to the 
planning of Norfolk's waterside, Granby Mall, 
Scope and Ghent. From 1976 and 1980 Hartig 
concentrjucfb primarily on the 30-minute news 
documentary "Newsmakers." He also served for 
nine months as news director of WTAR radio. He 
yearned for television again and in Jan., 1981, 
went to work at WVEC as editorial director. 



Hartig left his job quietly, unlike what hap- 
pened when the station, under new owners, tried 
to fire anchorman Jim Kincaid. Public reaction 
contributed to his reinstatement. - (See related 
story, this page).

Virginia Beac;h public schools 
have for a long time given prin- 
cipals much authority and 
responsibility.

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Ready fo cpmpute 

If you are thinking of buying your first computer, 
you may feel that you are facing an impossibly com- 
plex task. What I would Bke to offer in this and next 
month's column is a few.; question^ for you to think 
about. If you have answcM these questions for your- 
self before you go shopping, you'll liave a better chance 
of getting the computer you want for the least amount 

of money. , 

How much money can you spend? 

You can buy a good system for less than $1000, 
through it certainly won't have all the features and all 
the conveniences of a $7000 system. But I think that 
buying a cheaper computer now will give you a lot more 
satisfaction than waiting a few years to buy a more 
powerful system. And yoiir experience with a cheaper 
computer will give you a better idea of what to look for 

next. 

Whatever system you buy first, you will probably 
outgrow it within 5 years. No matter how much you 
spend, within 2-3 years there will be a product on the 
market that will give you twice the performance for the 
same amount of money. So don't buy a more expensive 
computer with the expectation that it will hold its value 
better than a cheaper one^Three years from now, there 
will not be a good market for any home computer you 
buy today. 



On the other hand, no matter how little you spend, 
the system will remain useful for 4-7 years. 
What you won't use It for: 

I've heard a lot of remarks about using a computer 
for balancing my checkbooks, and managing my 
budget. Baloney. Sure, I could write or buy a program 
to balance my checkbook, bil then, would it write the 
checks for me, too? Would I take the computer to the 
grocery store to have it write the check? There are some 
computers small enough to take to the store, but those 
^on't print checks. 

So, to balance my checkbook with a computer, I still 
have to write the check by hand. Then I also have tO' 
start up the computer, load the checkbook program, en- 
ter the data from the check I wrote, and save t^ resulft. 
This seems to me like more work , not less . 

And therl's the story about Jwving all your recipes in 
the computer. Got a taste for wienerschnitzel? Just ^ 
the computer~so the story goes. But if you want to get 
the recipe for Aunt Edna's rutabagas in pork gravy (you 
know, the recipe you wrote on the b^ck pf the April, 
1973, phone bill, and stuffed in the front of the Betty 
Crocker cookbook) somebody's got to put that recipe 
into the computer. 

How many recipes do you have? My wife and I like to 
cook, and we have a dozen or so cookbooks-altogether 
maybe 1500 pages of recipes, not counting the one clip- 
ped from newspapers and written on the backs of old 
phone bills. I'm certainly not going to type all those 
recipes into the computer. Maybe if ray wife has a little 
spare time... 
What you will use It for: 

A computer system is about the only appliance you 
can buy that has no definite purpose when you buy it. 
That is, it has the potential to do an awful lot, but when 
you take it out of the box and turn it on it can't do a 
thing but blink at you. You have to tell it what to do, 
and there really are some very practical uses.

Important information (address, phone 
number, driving instructions, amenities, etc.) are always 
included. One warning, Simpson never lists lodgmg 
rates. Instead, the author encourages his readers to 
phone ahead for availability and prices. 

Perhaps the most beautiful inn guides are published 
under the auspices of AKhitectural Digest. There are six 
or seven regional volumes in this "Country Inns of

I can think of nothing more enjoyable than a weekend 
adventure filled with antique hunting and sight seeing, 
capped off by a night in a Victorian mansion or a 
restored plantation house. Unfortunately, it is difficult 
to keep track of all those country inns and bed and 
breakfast establishments. This is especially true since so 
many new inns are opening each week. 

There is one place that can help sort through all the 
information available on inns...the Virginia Beach 
Public Library. By using the library's resources you will 
be able to get the address of that Charlottesville bed and 
breakfast service, find out how much a room with 
fireplace costs at the Red Fox Inn, or discover if dinner 
is served at Prospect Hill. Some of the best sources for 
this type of information are the various mn guide books 
owned by the library. . ^ . , 

The granddaddy of all such directories is Country inns 
And Back Roads by Norman Simpson. Simpson s 
highly personal book has been published annually since 
1966. He includes both full service inns (lodging and all 
meals) and bed and breakfast inns throughout the U.S.

The 
only drawback of this series is that each volume is not 
updated annually. * 

A third excellent guide book is The Complete 
Traveler's Country Inns of America series. This annual 
set of regional guides probably list more inns than any 
other source. The books include a general description of 
each inn, pertinent information (including costs), plus 
either a black and white photo or line drawing of the 
establishment. ' j' c i, 

I can personally recommend all three guides. Eacn 
one of them has provided me with wonderful "inn ex- 
periences." I will never forget the inn in Maryland 
where the innkeeper jumped up and down and shouted 
"You found us, you found us!" as we arrived. Or,the 
shared bottle of wine, in front of a roaring fire, in a 
Virginia mountain inn. Or the lovely, peaceful setting of 
an inn, on a lake that time forgot, in central Pennsy- 
lvania. You too can create such memories by first stop- 
ping b|jhe library and finding out more about inns. 
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"I'm not the type," Hartig said, noting that af- 
ter' three years on air he didn't even tell his 
listeners goodbye on his final telecasts. "I don't 
need it." 

About three months ago Hartig began thinking 
about changing jobs. The fact that the station was 
changing ownership at the time, he says, was coin- 
cidential. 

"I started thinking about it and decided that at 
my age I needed a change," Hartig said. "I was 
getting stale. I wanted a new challenge; something 
exciting to grab a hold of. So I started looking 
around." 

Hartig heard that .Garcia might want to talk to 
him, so he called the developer. Hartig, Garcia 
and his associate Michael Gelardi met for dinner 
at Wesley's. 

"We talked and they mentioned some really ex- 
citing things to me," H§rtig said. He left the din- 
ner meeting "thoroughly impressed with their 
hoiiesty, and their sincerity with what they wan- 
ted to do and with what they have already donein 
this community. Ai\d they simply said, 'if you're 
inter«ted^eti)apkvfithus.'" 

HiirtiyTs background is not m developing, per 
se, and fiis job description 'lH»*K»t'We»cl«arly 
defined. But as a journalist, Hartig developed cer- 
tain public relations skills which may benefit Gar- 
cia. 

"No, I'm not a real estate agent. Nor am I a 
lawyer and I'm not a contractor," Hartig said. 
"But I am a people-oriented kind-of-person. I 
think the greatest asset I have, that God gave me, 
was an ability to deal with people. To talk to 
people. 

"I've been very lucky in almost 16 years I was 



involved with broadcast journalism," Hartig con- 
tinued. "I enjoy a very, very good reputation. I'm 
not being cocky; 1 worked hard for that 
reputation. I'm an honest kind-of-guy. I have 
been fortunate to meet a lot of people; a lot of 
people that I can call on. In these areas I think I 
can help Eddie Garcia." 

An additional asset, Hartig notes, was his con- 
stant involvement in the revitalization of down- 
town Norfolk. 

Garcia sometimes finds'liimself , because of his 
big business transactions, in the media's eye. 
Because Hartig's brother is a newspaper editor, he 
thought twice about any possible conflicts. But 
not a third time. . . ..^. r^ 

"It crossed my mind," Hartig said, but Den- 
nis and I love each other very much. And as far as 
me being here with ESG Enterprises and Dennis as 
editor of the Beacofij it's purely, a. business 
relationship, if you can believe that. No, I'm not 
going to be calling him for inside infor,mation and 
I know damn well he won't be calling me for any 
inside information as to what's going on here. 
We're pretty much professional kind-of -guys." 
'■ Hartig said he hasn't missed the camera, 
doesn't expect to, but says he will miss the com- 
-pajv^BuHt'smjrthlt. . ». i . ■ ^ 

"It's (my salary) a hell of a lot more money than 
I was making and it's probaBly more than 1 would 
ever expect to make in broadcast journalism in 
this market," he said. "And the potential beyond 
that is unlimited. This is the greatest opportunity 
I've ever had." 

Hartig can only remember one time he was ever 
happier than now. 
"I have not been this happy since my children 

were born."

Where to turn 
in case of 
emergencies 

In the event of a disaster of major emergency, such as 
a hurricane, the City of Virginia Beach Emergency Ser- 
vices Office will be at the scene with the most modern of 
Mobile Emergency Operations Centers. 

This vehicle, formerly a Mobile Reading Laboratory, 
is designed to function as a point of command to coor- 
dinate major emergency or disaster operations. This 
mobile unit supplements the permanent Emergency 
Operations Center at the Municipal Complex. It is 
designed to handle City and City/Military operations 
and is the first Mobile Emergency Operations Centers 
with such capabilities in the Commonwealth of 
Virginia. 

The Mobile EOC can also be utilized by other cities 
with a need for such a command post. It can be used for 
large fires, hostage situations, plane crashes, etc. 

The three-compartment interior of this vehicle was 
built by Master Firefighters from the Virginia Beach 
Fire Department. The first compartment is a Com- 
munications Section containing: 

•three 32-channel VHF radios for local government; 

•two 12-channel VHF radios; 

•two 2 channel VHF military radios; ; 

•and one VHF Convertacom Charger /Power Supply 

These radios can communicate the Virginia Beach 
City units; other Tidewater cities; Virginia State Police; 
Police, Fire and Rescue units in the State bf North 
Carolina and NAS Oceana. 

The second compartment is an Operations S.oom 
where various agency heads and ^officials could Confer, 
coordinate and control resources involved in disaster 
operations. This section contains a blackboard, bulletin 
board, mobile telephone and adequate shelf and stbr4ge 
space for reference materials and manuals. 

The last compartment in the vehicle contains a 
refrigerator, cooking facilities, a sink with hot and cold 
running water and toilet facilities. I ,! ' 

The vehicle can operate independently of any on- 
going outside support, as it is equipped with ^ 15 
kilowatt generator capable of powering all elecricaf* 
systems simultaneously. It will be maintained ii) an 
operationally ready status and, when needed, it wiU be 
transported and placed into operation by Fire Depart- 
ment personnel. Once on location, the vehide can be set 
up and placed into operation in approximately 15 
minutes. 

To date, $33,000 has been spent on the renowai^oh 
and equipping of Jhis vehi„clejD;,vY,hJSb.$lS#0QQ.h«4p^ 
City funds and $14,0(fo Federal funds. '

Steps for organic gardening 



Building up the fertility 
of the sdl is <»ie of the 
keys to successful wganic 
gardening. 

John Luna, Virginia 
Tech ExtensicMi entano- 
logist who has been an 
(M-ganic gardner for over 
15 years, listed some tech- 
iques for prcnnoting fert- 
ility that will help make a 
successful organic home 
vegetable garden. 

Much of the general 
inf(»-mati<»i i^out garden- 
ing is the same for all 
gardening, organic or 
otherwise, said Luna. Or- 
ganic gardeners shoald 
follow the reconmenda- 
tiotts about garden loca- 
tion,, turning of the soil, 
spaang, irrigation, and 
harvesting, that are? part 
of general gardening. 

The cwganic gardener 
shoulcl have a compost 
pile to help keep x^-ganic 
iiuitter decomposing I'S^d 
use it in thei«Oill .' j?~''^ 

Start one with a small 
pile of organic matter 
such as a bushel of grass 
clippings, add a layer of 
soil, and a layer of house- 
hold organic garbage. 
Everytime a layer of gar- 
bage is added, add an- 
other layer of soil to help 
in the decOTiposition pro- 
cess. Occasiaially mix the 
pile thoroughly. After a 



mcmth or so, start a new 
pile next to the old one, 
layering scMne of the old 
compost into the new pile. 
Then use the dd cranpost 
in the garden to increase 
organic matter content. 

A first step in any 
garden is to have the sdl 
tested, mformation on 
how to do it is available at 
Virginia Cocqjerative Ext- 
ension Service offices 
throughout the state. Sdl 
test results include speci- 
fic infwmation on what 
nutrients are missing 
from the sdl. Particulariy 
impOTtant in establishing 
a garden is getting the sdl 
pH between 6.0 and .65 
by using recommended 
quantities of lime. 

Organic gardens are 
planted in the usual way. 
Chice the sprouts are 
about one inch high, Luna 
suggested that the organ- 
ic gardener hoe c«- pull out 
; fill the visible weecjs. 

.jcssential,*' he said, i 

It is generally better to 
^w this first flush of 
weeds to come upand use 
the hoe to get them out of 
the garden before putting 
in a mulch. Place a mulch 
up to the base of the 
garden plants to contrd 
the weeds that are still in 
the sdl. 

As the vegetables start 



to grow, the organic gard- 
ener needs to "be aware of 
the insect problems , as 
they start. 

There are ways to con- 
trol insects in an wganic 
garden^ including biologi- 
cal c(Mitrols and insect- 
icides derived from plants 
such as pyrethrum and 
rotenonoe. Luna suggest- 
ed that organic gardeners 
keep such a substance on 
hand. 

Gardeners should learn 
about the insects that live 
in the garden, including 
the amtoudt of ii|sect8 thv^ 
can be txAe^htidfhefote 
too much damage is done. 
One philosophy of wganic 
gardening is to use insect- 
icides only when neces- 
sary to prevent unaccept- 
able damage. 

Continue to work the 
garden through the grow- 
ii>g season.

The first session begins June 1 1 and ends June 22; and 
the second session begins June 25 and ends July 6. 
(Camp will not meet on July 4). 

Registration for Computer Camp is in progress and 
will extend through April 26, but enrollment is limited; 
so, register you child soon. The fee for each camp is 
$75 and while it does include the cost of instruction and 
equipment, it does not include lunch or field trips.

Bayer, Bufferin, Cama, 
Datril, Ecotrin, Empirin, Liquiprin, Norwich Aspijrin, 
Panadol, Saint Joseph Aspirin, Saint Joseph Aspirin 
Free, Tylenol. ^ \ " 

Some drug chains produce their own brand of AspWn 
and Acetaminophen such as Revenol and Peoples 
Aspirin, Peoples Acetaminophen. 

Some of the above manufacturers produce Aspirin 
and Acetaminophen mixed with other active ingredients 
such as caffeine, other stimulants adn antihistamines, as 
Excedrin. Thus, be certain you know what drugs you 
want , and what you are getting . 

Aspirin can be purchased by its generic name 
acetylsalicylic acid and Acetaminophen can be pur- 
chased as such generic. Generics are the exact same 
FDA controlled product as the trade name product, for 
instance — Anacin-3 (Aspirin), Tylenol 
(Acetaminophen). 

Question - is one Aspirin or Acetaminophen unit for 
unit weaker or stronger than another Aspirin or 
Acetaminophen in generic or trade name? Not under 
any circumstance. When a manufacturer advertises that 
iheir product is stronger than another exact chemical 
product (Aspirin or Acetaminophen), the advertising is 
true only in that more Aspirin or Acetaminophen 4s put 
in each pill - there is no qualitative difference. 

Both Aspirin and Acetaminophen are dose recom- 
mended by the FDA in the amount 650 milligrams (325 
milligrams per pill), larger dose or prolonged >*take 
should be done under medical supervision. Th»^reason 
for this is that both Aspirin and Acetaminophen are 
potentially toxic. They also can adversely affect other 
medications taken by an individual. 

As for the strength of two Aspirins plus two 
Acetaminophens - together they are as effective in the 
rtlief of pain as one grain of Codeine.

Through the combined efforts 
of the city's landscape services 
department, the vocational- 
education center and the 
Cavalier Garden Club, Virginia 
Beach is a little bit more beauti- 
ful. 

The scene is at 25th Street and 
oceanfront, at the grassy Nor- 
wegian Lady Plaza. 

For years, many sandled 
tourists .and barefoot locals 
have spent hours lounging on the 
lawn by the sea, oftentimes 
listening to live entertainment 
provided by Virginia Beach. The 
small plaza will be covered this 
summer with brightly colored 
blankets and towels, and 
because there are no tall westerly 
obstructions, the sun always 
shines on the area long into the 
evening. 

This year, beachgoers will be 
surprised to find in the plaza 
four new planter boxes, which 
by this summer, should be full 
of fulgent flowers. The garden 
club donated money for 
materials, and the city provided 
the manpower and knowledge. 
The finished product is another 
testimonial to civic and city 
cooperation which will endure 
for years. 

In addition to adding beauty,

Certainly, no one will 
object to that. 

If the city had its way, and the 
money, it would beautify every 
unadorned nook and cranny in 
the growing resort city. But it 
doesn't. Consequently, the city 
and the community receives a 
real boost when an active civic 
group, such as the Cavalier Gar- 
den Club, unselfishly gives of it- 
self to help the city to keep 
Virginia Beach green and lovely. 

Don't think that the Cavalier 
Garden Club is the only group in 
the city which undertakes 
beautification projects. There 
are other projects, for example, 
which may not beautify an area 
viewed by as many people who 
will see the flowers at 25th 
Street. But whether the other 
groups beautify a park, a walk- 
way, the entrance to a neigh- 
borhood or just their front 
lawns, it adds to the overall 
positive environmental aura of 
Virginia Beach. 

The next time you take the 
time to stop and smell the 
flowers, inhale deeply, and while 
you're exhaling think about 
what goes into keeping beautiful 
a world that is slowly being 
devoured by various forms of 
polution.

Consequently, your 
candidate may win or lose by a 
small margin. But that small 
margin gives validity to the can- 



didate, his or her ideas and his 
or her constituency. And the 
candidate which may win or lose 
this time, could also win or lose 
at a later time. 

Changing the face of a city, or 
city council, does not come over- 
night. Political ties and interests 
run deep. But the public, in 
general, does not believe in par- 
tisan politics. It understands it, 
but prefers not to get involved. 
Getting involved in evaluating 
candidates and their positions 
on the issues takes time and 
energy. But it's worth it. 

Vote, not just for a name or a 
face, but vote for ideas, actions 
and a belief that your vote is 
for the candidate who has the 
best interest of the entire city at 
heart.

Pewter, Cleaning - ii^ply a past of whiting and linseed 
dl. Qean thwoughly, then wash in warm, soapy water. 
Rinse weU, then pdish with a soft cloth or chamds. 
Or apply todhpaste to a damp soft cldh dampened with 
denatured alcdid. 

Note: Never use soap mi ivory. It yellows the keys. 
If the keys arc plastic, any type of toothpaste is a good 
cleanser. Simply rub it on, scour with the fingertips, 
then, as it dries, polish with a soft cloth. 
Pickled Beets - They will keep twice as long ana wui noi 
go soft if you add a pinch or twoiJf dry mustard to the 
vinegar in the jar. Qve it a little shake to mix it. 
nckling And Preserving - Never use copper, brass, zinc 
utensils in canning. Qass is best, but unchipped 
enamel is also good. Use whde spices if possible; 
ground spices may darken your preserves. Use 
non-iodized salt. It's the best by far. Store in a cool, 
dark place. For crisper pickles, put a green grape leafe 
in the bottom of the jar and another leaf in the top of 
the jar just before sealing.

Irrigation system can be installed 



The ideal time to install 
a trickle irrigati(xi system 
is when the hcnne veg- 
etable garden is being 
planned. 

A system that is pro- 
perly installed can save 
water, said* a Virginia 
Tech Extension horticul- 
turist. Using trickle ir- 
rigaticMi, the tMal amount 
of water for a 1,000- 
square foot garden will be 
approximately 57 gallons 
per day or 399 gallons 
per week, compared to the 
recommended 625 gallons 
per week with the trad- 
itional methods. 

A trickle irrigation 
system generally ccxisists 
of a main line to carry 
water from the house to 
the garden. At the garden 
site, it has a flow valve 
with adapters to control 
the amount of water de- 
livered. A black plastic 
pipe in the garden has 
thin hoses called emitters 
attached to carry the 
water directly to the base 
of the plants. 

"The emitters are most 
effective when placed un- 
der the soil or beneath 



mulch material," said the 
specialist, Diane Relf. . 

The faculty member in 
Tech's Cdlege of Agricul- 
ture and Life Sciences 
listed the advantages of a 
trickle irrigaticm system. 

" Considerably less 
water is required to meet 
the plant's needs for op- 
timum growth when the 
water is applied directly to 
the root area. 



- Since the plant is 
never put under water 
stress, its productim is 
increased, scxnetimes by 
as much as 100 percent. 

- Since only the soil 
around the plant roots is 
wet, the garden remains 
mwe accessible. 

~ Since pathway and 
non-production area are 
not being irrigated, fewer 
weeds are encouraged to

Virginia Beach students participate 
in Virginia Museum youth program 



Two representatives 
from Virginia Beach 
recently participated in a 
special youth residency 
program called "Three 
Days ih March" at the 
Virginia Museum of Fine 
Arts. 

They are Monique 
Travclstead, a senior at 
Frank W. Cox High 
School, and James Kevin 
Baker, a senior at First 
Colonial High School. 
Both are 17 years old. 
Miss Travelstead is the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Eric Berryman of Inlynn- 
view Road, and Baker is 
the -scffiMjf /aflies Waller 
Baker of Little Neck 
Road. They were spon- 
sored by the Virginia 
Beach Arts Center, one of 
32 chapters and affiliates 
of the Virginia Museum. 

More than 60 secondary 
students and educators 
from across Virginia par- 
ticipated in the annual 
program this year, spen- 
ding three days in intense 
study of the creative op- 
tions offered by state-of- 
the-art video equipment. 
Their prime resource was 
the latest Artmobile 
exhibit devised by the 
Museum, "Illusion^ Art 
and the Moving Image," 
which began a three-year 
statewide circuit this 
season. 

"Illusion" traces the 
history of moving-image 
art from the earliest cave- 
paintings and is the most 
ambitious project in the 
30-year history of the Art- 
mobile program, the first 
in the nation, at the 
Virginia Museum, said 
David Pittman, Artmobile 
program supervisor and 
also coordinator of 
"Three Days in March" 
for the past nine years. 

"'Illusion' emphasizes 
the role of the viewer in 
today's complex world of 
instant information," said 
Phyllis Houser, assistant 
programs director for 
statewide services. 

Gadgets, devices and 
electronic tricks abound 
on the Artmobile. The fir- 
st illusion a visitor sees is 
one of himself on a closed- 
circuit TV monitor. Then 
begins a fascinating trip 
through the history of 
moving art as the exhibit 
explains the basics of film 
and TV. 

"But the most exciting 
portion of the exhibition is 
a completely state-of-the- 
electronic-art studio in 
which video-arlisl-in-resi- 
dence Robert Walker can 
create video sketches in 
each community he 
visits," said Eileen Moil, 
education curator for the 
Artmobile proj«:t. 

The theme of this year's 
youth residency program, 
the same as that of the 
Artmobile exhibit, 
"provided tl^ framework 



for the students to 
examine and experiment 
with the latest in video 
equipment, and we have 
an impressive sample in- 
stalled on the Artmobile," 
Pittman said. 

The students and 
educators began their stay 
in Richmond by touring 
the "Illusion" exhibit and 
then participated in video- 
taping workshops. 

"Tlie influence of 
television in contemporary 
society was a major topic 
for the group," Pittman 
said. "Discussions 
focused on th«4HBllnction 
between c<9m^MtW and 
non-commercial program- 
ming and between active 
and passive TV viewing."

Spring spectrum and 
community service 

The Office of Continuing Education on the 
Chesapeake Campus of Tidewater Community College 
has scheduled six non-credit Spectrum courses and three 
Community Service courses for the spring quarter. 

The Spectrum Community Education program offers 
a wide variety of courses designed to meet the special 
educational needs of the community. Courses in this 
program generally qualify for the Continuing Education 
Unit (CEU), which is a method of recognizing par- 
ticipation in an organized educational experience under 
responsible sponsorship, capable direction, and 
qualified instruction. The college maintains permanent 
student records for those who complete appropriate 
non-credit work. 

Spectrum courses for the spring quarter include a 
"Motorcycle Rider Course: Beginners and Novices" 
which is offered once each month. This four-day course 
teaches participants how to operate a motorcycle with 
skill and confidence. 

Two medically related courses will also be taught this 
spring. "Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation (CPR)-Basic 
Life Support" will train students to respond to wit- 
nessed and unwitnessed cardiac arrest. "CPR-BasIc Life 
Support" will meet April 13 and 14. Completion of 
"CFR-Instructor Training" will certify students to 
teach "CPR-Basic Life Support" and "Basic 
Provider." CPR-Instructor Training is a three-day class 
that will be held May 12, 13, and 14. 

A ten-week course in "I>og Obedience" is scheduled 
to begin Api'il 7 and end June 9. This course will teach 
dog owners to train their dogs to obey commands. 

Also included in the spring Spectrum schedule is a 
five-week course on personal computers. "Introduction 
to Personal Computers" will teach students to use home 
computers through hands-on experience in computer 
programming and word processing. Classes will begin 
April 4. 

A one-day seminar in "Photography" will be held 
May 7 for those people interested in learning about film, 
lighting, exposure, lenses and general photofraphic 
techniques. 

The college also offers a Community Service program 

which provides educational opportunities for citizens of 

the community. Community Service classes are 

^available at no charge to all interested individuals. 

These classes do not carry CEU credit. 

The Office of Continuing Education and the 
Chesapeake Public Library are cosponsoring a class on 
"Great Books: The Search for Meaning" that will meet 
every two weeks beginning April 10. Students will read 
and discuss selections from the fiction series entitled 
"The Search for Meaning." Readings include short 
works by Chekhov, Melville, Tolstoy, and thirteen 
other authors. l. , , jj, 

"Energy ..Cosl-Cutting Clinics" are scheduled for - 
grou'p^ by ri^quest to IHe Office of CoHtinuing" ' 
Education. The one-hour presentation, which includes 
slides and a home-owner information packet, addresses 
such topics as getting top performance with oil heat, 
home heating with wood, care of furnaces and wood 
stoves, and techniques of using caulk, weatherstrip, and 
insulation. 

"Money Management" seminars are also available 
through the Community Service program. These 
seminars cover topics such as estate planning, invest- 
ment management, savings programs, speculation, 
taxes, and wills.

Unseasoned meat tenderizer (any brand that contains 
papain) is a simple, inexpensive treatment for bites of 
mosquitoes, ants, fleas, chiggers, blackflies. horseflies, 
deerflies, or bloodsucking insects in general. 

It is also helpful for stings of Portuguese man-of-war 
and other nettling sea creatures. 

As quickly as possible after a bite, mix tendenzer with 
water and apply the paste to the punture; repeat in an 

hour. . . . 

This not only stops the stinging almost at once, but 
also reduces inflammation and itching. 

Because it does little good to apply the paste the day 
after a bite, persons who are likely to be exposed to 
biting insects should carry meat tenderizer and water 

with them. . .. • 

M«at tenderizer works because an ingredient, papain 
(derived" from papaya fruit), neutralizes venom and 
prevents inflammation. 

In fact, papaya itself can be used. Years ago, African 
tribal hunters returning home with carcasses would be 
covered from head to foot with huge urticarial lesions 
from insect stings, and the women of the tribe would cut 
thick slices of papaya and rub them over the hunter's 

woonds. , . 

After several applications the insect stings would 
diminish, and within hours the skin would return to 
normal.

The United Stales 
Senate has unanimously 
passed my resolution 
designating 1984 as "The 
Year of Excellence in 
Education." 

The purpose of this 
resolution is to encourage 
thoughtful debate and 
discussion about ways to 
improve the quality of 
education in America. 

As you know, the 
President's Commission 
on Excellence in 
Education recently repor- 
ted that our nation is a 
risk-that the rising tide of 
mediocrity in education is 
threatening our future as a 
people. 

Hopefully this 

resolution will generate a 
positive response to the 
Commission's report. 

I've outlined a number 
of common sense steps we 
should take to improve 
education. 

First, we should get 
back to basics-emphas- 
izing academically sound 
courses like math, science 
and English. 

Second, we need to pay 
our teachers more in order 
to attract and retain the 
kind of people that can 
successfully instruct and 
inspire our young people. 
Let me say a word 
about teaching. It is one 
of the most noble and un- 
dervalued professions and 
we must seek ways to 
reward personal ability 
and professional com- 
petence. Those in the 
classroom must be 
recognized for their con- 
tributions to our society. 

All in all, this resolution 
designating 1984 as "Tie 
Year of Excellence in 
Education" is a first step 
toward restoring 
American education to its 
tr^(^t|flnal pre-ferainence. 
As,-,^div|^uaifr we must 
nurture' love of learning, 
respect for authority and 
the will to achieve at 
home. As a society, our 
goal must be motivated 
and disciplined students 
and enthusiastic and 
dedicated teachers. For 
only by realizing these 
values can we be assured 
of a strong nation in the 
next century. 

I have also been appoin- 
ted to the Senate Task 
Force on Initiatives to 
Strengthen Schools. 

Our job is to review alt^ 
legislation introduced over 
the last three years and 
make specific policy 
recommendations to the 
Senate majority about 
what ought to be done to 
strengthen our 

educational process. 

You know, our nation's 
well-being, today and in 
the future, requires an 
educational system second 
to none.
